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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendments concerning the claims and specifications have been acknowledged and 
will be entered. 



2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USPN 
6,262,719 to Bi et al. The detailed explanations of the rejections are found in the first office 
action paper number 6, dated 12-16-2002. 

In response to the applicant's statement on page 13, lines 9-11, stating that Bi's reference 
fails to indicate that the icons are always present, such a claim may be true, however one skilled 
in the art would have found it obvious to incorporate a reveal routine to the hot icon area if such 
a feature was desired due to the extreme conventionality of such a function. Examples of this 
reveal routine are is the Microsoft Windows right click menu reveal and the mouse over reveal 
function. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to incorporate such a feature 
because of its power saving and display space conserving potential. 

In reference to claims 25-28, the new limitations of displaying the interface controls near 
a point of contact between said digitizing pen and digitized writing surface is obvious to one 
skilled in the art. It is extremely conventional for input dialogue box to appear at the location of 
stylus contact. Several Windows and stylus-based platforms utilize this appearance feature. One 
skilled in the art would have been motivated to incorporate such an appearance feature to 
conserve display space and maintain the conventionality of such a common computer based 
feature.
